Baseball may be the national 
sport to most Americans, but in 
Blake Edwards’ production of 
“Experiment in Terror,’ a big 
league ball game represents the 
unusual background for a_sus- 
penseful chase sequence.

Miss Remick, who probably can 
portray terror on the screen better 
than any actress around today, 
plays a young bank teller in San 
Francisco chosen by a psychopath 
for his “experiment in terror.”

However, stage a contest for men whose smile and 
face most resemble Ford's.

Set up contest in lobby for bank tellers to change large 
bills.

Miss Remick is an extremely attractive young woman. Plant 
her stills around town, with full credits, in merchandising 
promotions and lobby displays. 


Set contest on stage for women screaming in terror.
